Th is tends to h urt th e 
“image” of th e United States as 
sup p osedly a free rep ublic gov ­ 
erned Ity a written constitution. 
Commer^able efforts h av e been 
made recently by local communi­ 
ties in different p arts of th e 
United States to try to settle th e 
racial question by moral suasion. 
Th ese efforts were making p ro­ 
gress wh en demonstrations h er­ 
alded as non-v iolent stirred up ra­ 
cial v iolence. 
Th e ep i.sodes h av e not been con­ 
fined to th e South . Th ey h av e 
.sp read to all p arts of th e United 
States. Riots and oth er disturb­ 
ances are frequent. 
Ev ery day th e p ress disp atch es 
tell th e world th at some Ameri­ 
cans are rely mg on a form of 
mt» b rule to conv ince citizens wh o 
disagree with all th is th at th ey 
h ad better giv e in or th eir busi­ 
nesses will be ruined. 


THREATS by th e President of 
th e United States to use troop s 
to discip line a state wh ose p o­ 
lice failed to catch some citizens 
wh o maliciously bombed a Negro 
leader’s h ome in th e middle of 
th e nigh t 
are 
also p ublicized 
abroad. But h ttle attention is giv ­ 
en to th e fact th at v ariix is set- 
ments of th e p op ulation h av e be­ 
come inflamed and h av e decided 
—as did th e h 'nch mobs of old— 
to take th e law into th eir own 
h ands because th ey say th ey can­ 
not wait p atiently for th e law to 
function in its normal way . 
“We h av e waited long enough ” 
now IS th e battle cry of some 
Negro leaders. W’h ite leaders th en 
stiffen th eir resistance and an­ 
nounce th at th ey will not obey 
court orders th at are not based 


on laws p assed by Congress. 
Has America learned any th ing 
in 100 y ears about h ow to deal 
with th e race p roblem? In th e 
th ree y ears after th e war be­ 
tween th e States ended in 1865, 
a faction in Congress arbitrarily 
dep riv ed sev eral states of th eir 
seats in both h ouses of (Con­ 
gress, imp osed military rule on 
th e South , and sent in troop s with 
bay onets to comp el state legisla­ 
tures to ratify th e 14th Amend­ 
ment as th e p rice of membersh ip 
in th e federal union. 
It was an ex amp le of lawless­ 
ness abmit wh ich most Ameri­ 
cans p refer not to read, th ough 
th e facts are indelibly written in 
h istory books. 


IH E W.AY OUT of all th is is 
to follow th e p rocedure stip ulated 
in th e C(m.stitution—to submit in 
a lawful manner a new 14th 
Amendment wh ich w'ill sp ecify 
sch ool integration and an>1h ing 
else th at two th irds of both 
h ouses of Congress and th e ma­ 
jority of th e p eop le in th ree 
fourth s of th e states of th e Uniix i 
want to declare as th e law of th e 
land. 
Th en th ere will be amp le p ower 
for Congress to stip ulate by sta­ 
tute just wh at sh all be done 
about discriminaticm in p ublic or 
p riv ate activ ities. 
It’s nev er too late to righ t a 
wrong—ev en one committed 100 
y ears ago. 
If, as is widely assumed, an 
ov erwh elming 
majority 
of 
th e 
American p eop le would sup p ort 
such an amendment to th e Con­ 
stitution, th is p rocess need not 
take long. Th e 21st .Amendment 
rep ealing 
p roh ibition, 
for 
ex ­ 
amp le, was adop ted in only nine 
month s. 
Th e image of .America abroad 
would th en truly be p ortray ed as 
a gov ernment of laws — not of 
men. 


In keep ing with annual custom, 
Americans th is Memorial Day 
will v isit th e resting p laces of 
th ose wh o serv ed th rir country in 
uniform and th ose wh o gav e th eir 
liv es in battle. 
But today it is a much different 
observ ance from th at May 30, 
1868, wh en Gen. Joh n iMex ander 
Logan, commander-in-ch ief of fte 
Grand Army of th e Rep ublic, is­ 
sued th e famous General Order 
No. 11 calling on th e nation to 
h onor th e memory of th ose sol­ 
diers in th e Army of th e North 
by “strewing with flowers w oth ­ 
erwise decorating th e grav es of 
th ose x X X X X wh ose bodies now 
lie in almost ev ery city , v illage 
and h amlet ch urch y ard of th e 
land.” 
On th is Memorial Day we h onor 
th e h eroes of all wars in wh ich 
th is country p articip ated, not only 
th e comrades of th e GAR. Th ese 
soldier dead now number more 
th an 2,400,000. 


TO RILAT PURPOSE do we 
dedicate th e day to th eir mem(M7? 
And wh at of th e liv ing-dead wh o 
h av e no resting p lace and know 
no lov ed ones? 
Th eir fate is worse th an death - 
obliv ious to any h onors th at may 
be accorded th em. 
After World War I, an article 
entitled "A Retrosp ect of th e 
War,” by J. L. Garv in, ap p eared 
in Th e London Observ er. 
Garv 'in wrote: “Wh at sh all it 
p rofit to h av e seen th e wh ole 
world and forget—to h av e entered 
into all p assion and wi.sdom only 
to lose both th e golden ar^ th e 
iron key s to th e th ings wh ich 
h av e bcsen? 
“Th ey are th e life of our life. 
Unless we grasp both key s now 
we sh all nev er know th e mind’s 
true return to th e secrets of its 
strength : 
we sh all forfeit th at 
\riiich is p art of th e best force 
and death of ex istence, 
“Th e war seems to destroy ' 
many memories of wh at went be­ 
fore it.

Tix lay is M emorial Day . 
Today ’s h igh ligh t in h istorv -: 
On th is date in 1868, Memorial 
Day was formally observ ed for 
th e first time on an order issued 
by General Joh n I>ogan. coinman- 
der-in-ch ief of th e Grand Army of 
th e Rep ublic-an organization of 
Union v eterans of th e Civ il War, 
With th e ex cep tion of some .south ­ 
ern states, mast of th e nation now 
observ es .Memorial Day to h onor 
th e nati'on’s dead of all wars. 
On th is date: 
In 1431, Joan of .Arc was burned 
at th e stake. 
In 1778, death came to th e 
French h istonan and p h ilosop h er, 
Voltaire. 
T fday ’s birth day s: 
Sculp tor Alex ander .Arch ip enko 
is 76. Orch estra leader Benny 
(joodman is 54. 


Th e wh eat p lebiscite sh ould re­ 
v eal in p lain statistics to th e Ken­ 
nedy broth ers th at th eir general 
p olitical strategy gix v ssly misun­ 
derstands th e ch aracter and sp ir­ 
it of th e American p eop le. 
With th eir h eads clear and with 
th e cold facts before th em, th e 
farmers 
deliberately 
ch ose 
a 
course 
w’h ich , 
temp orarily 
at 
least, meaas more arduous p lan­ 
ning and less return for th eir p rod­ 
uct. 
Not only did th e>' reject th e ad­ 
ministration’s p rogram itself, but 
th ey registered th eir scorn and 
contemp t for th e v ast p rop aganda 
effort directed at th em by th e 
administration and with th e tax ­ 
p ay ers’ money . 
Th e Kennedy -Freeman ap p eal 
asked th em wh eth er th ey would 
rath er h av e $2 th an $1. Th ey an­ 
swered, “A dollar, if necessary , 
with fredeom.” Th e crass ma­ 
terialism of th e ap p eal was ap ­ 
p arently regarded as an affron* 
to th e p ride and indep endence o' 
Americans. 
Th is remarkable v ote h as a 
lesson for all of us. 


POLITICIANS for a long time 
h av e boon op erating according to 
W'h at in h igh -brow circles is called 
economic determinism. For h alf 
a centurv ' it h as dominatid our 
h istory ’ tex tbooks, our p olitical lit­ 
erature, and th e strategy of our 
p olitical camp aigns. 
Th is p h ilosop h y , wh ich was an 
adap tation of w’h at Karl Marx 
wTote. would h av e us Ix 'liev e 
th at th e Constitution of th e Unit­ 
ed Slates was written by a lot of 
p eop le wh o wanted only to p ro­ 
tect th eir p rop erty and th at th e 
Civ il War was a conflict of two 
riv al economic sy stems. It would 
also h av e us believ e th at p oliti­ 
cal p redictions can Ix ' based up on 
a calculation of v oters’ economic 
wants and necessities. 
In 1952, noting th at th e Demo­ 
cratic camp aign slogan was “Yo u 
nev er h ad it so good,” I wrote 
th is: 
“Peop le are mov ed by many 
imp ulses oth er th an th ose with 
roots m th eir stomach s and p ock- 
etbooks. Human l>eings are en- 
dowwl with sentiments of ideal­ 
ism, loy alty and p ride associat­ 
ed with th eir h omes, th eir fam­ 
ilies, 
th eir 
communities, 
th eir 
friends, th eir ancestry ', traditions, 
religion and th eir nation. 
“Th ese sentiments find ex p re.s- 
sion in songs, stories, bits of folk­ 
lore. as.snciations and memories. 
Th ese fill a large p art of life. 
To ev oke th em is to giv e p leasure 
and to enrich . 
“Th ey make h ard.sh ip s endur­ 
able. mi.stakes tolerable, incon­ 
sistency understandable, and ev en 
failure bearable. With in th em is 
th e h eart of p olitical conserv a­ 
tism,” 


TH.AT IDE.A came back to me 
wh en I saw and h eard on tele­ 
v ision Joh n F, Kennedy summing 
up h is camp aign in th e (’h icago 
Auditonum and th e New A'ork 


Ck)bseum 
in 
Nov ember, 
1960. 
Pointing h ere and th ere, a s if tn 
address th is and th at sp ecial in­ 
terest, h e rep eated h is p romises. 
He was, in effect, ch op p ing ttie 
electorate into little p ieces of sp e­ 
cific wants. 
Th e candidate mentioned more 
p ay for th e unemp loy ed, medical 
care 
for th e elderly , 
federal 
money for sch ools for th e ch il- 
ren and free college education 
for teen-agers, more p ay for teach 
er!5, new p lumbing for fiv e mil­ 
lion h omes, h elp with th e h ouse­

Th e effect of th is is to use on 
th e federal lev el th e meth ods so 
long common in Boston municip al 
Te, wh ere th e broth ers Kennedy 
learned tlieir p olitics. Th ere for 
y ears under Grandfath er Fitzger­ 
ald and Mich ael Curley elections 
were won by h andouts from th e 
city treasiny ’ and th e seemingly 
limitless resources of th e Ix isses. 
If y ou would know w'h at is go­ 
ing on in Wash ington now, read 
if y ou h av e not. and reread if y ou 
h av e, Edwin O’Connor’s “Th e Last 
Hurrah .” 


FINALLA', th ere is th e is.sue of 
sincerity .

out the length and breadth of American each 
Memorial Day is a ciedit to the highest 
aspirations of the American dream. 
The visits we pay to the graves of all 
who were loved are our tribute to our heri­ 
tage and our hopes. 
Our respect for all who rest with honor in 
the city of the dead is our recognition of 
debt to those who passed this way before 
our time. 


IT IS INCIDENTAL this many years af­ 
terward that Memorial Day started with an 
order by a general of the Civil War era. 
It is incidental, too, that Memorial Day 
has been concerned, as it properly should 
have been concerned, with respect for those 
who died in wartime. 
But they are only part of the lengthening 
list of those whose lives have given us 


something precious to remember. 
In this still young nation we have not 
learned what it is like to cherish a remote 
past; our history is still too short. 
But we are learning how it feels to stand in 
the presence of memories going back to tile 
beginning of our nation. Our cemeteries re­ 
mind us of founders who fought in the 
Revolution. 
They are filled with the resting places 
of ancestors who fought to save the Union. 
They are filling with the graves of men 
who fought in both world wars. 
And they are full of memories of all the 
others who once were near and dear to 
us and others like us. 


WE ARE grateful to all of them on Me­ 
morial Day. Our hearts are full for every­ 
thing they still mean to us. 
May others feel this way about us when 
our time, too, comes to live in memory. 


Wail For The Next Move 


A British buzz-saw reaction followed news 
of the Ottawa plan for an Atlantic Alliance 
nuclear force. 
The British reaction differed from the West 
German reaction only in its violence. The 
West Germans, also wasted no time in tell­ 
ing the United States what it would have 
to do before they would share its nuclear 
armament. 
The outline of the idea for sharing was 
a U.S. proposal for a Polaris missile surface 
fleet manned by mixed forces — Britons, 
Germans. Turks. Americans and so on. 
The presumed merit of the idea is that it 
would give members of the Atlantic Alli­ 
ance a sense of sharing nuclear responsi­ 
bility with the United States 
But in the 
coldly realistic manner of U.S. allies, the 
British are looking the “gift horse” in the 
mouth. 


THET' ARE reported to be assembling a 
yard-long list of questions they want an­ 
swered before they reach any agreement with 
the United States on a Polaris fleet 
It is to be understood from this that the 
Kennedy administration bulled through some­ 
thing at Ottawa that had not been discussed 
in advance with Britain. 
Is it conceivable that in an affair of 
this magnitude the U.S. government laid its 
groundwork so haphazardly it risked a rebuff, 


instead of securing an acceptance? 
Are international relations of this magni­ 
tude being handled like the agenda of a 
high school club, without knowing in ad­ 
vance that no offer will be made without 
a guarantee of acceptance? 


MANY AMERICANS are unable to see the 
logic of forcing membership in tile nuclear 
club on members who cannot afford the dues. 
When it turns out they aren’t even sure 
they want to belong to the club in the first 
place, the alternative w-ould seem to be to 
back off and wait for them to make the 
next move, if any. 


Looking Ahead 


Any discussion of industrial development 
invariably brings out a point on which we 
have hammered for some time — that the 
program is one of an area rather than of 
a community nature. 
Certainly, we all want East Liverpool it­ 
self to prosper. But, at the same time, we 
realize that our hopes also are linked close­ 
ly w’ith the development of neighboring com­ 
munities. 
Each meeting such as that sponsored Tues­ 
day night by the Chamber of Commerce is 
another step toward proper planning for a 
brighter and more prosperous future. 


Jim Farley, At 75 


“A sincere conviction in your own cause 
(whether you are selling Coca-Cola, build­ 
ing materials, motor trucks or a candi­ 
date),” James A. Farley once wrote, “leads 
you to value each person you talk to, and 
that value helps identify him to you.’ 
Farley was explaining his peculiar and 
famous knack of remembering names. 
Jim Farley in politics was a salesman. 
He knew his product and his market with 
encyclopedic thoroughness. 
His prediction in 1936 that Alf Landau 
would carn' only Maine and Vermont was 
bn*cd on a sound network of political in­ 
telligence. 
Now observing bis 75th birthday anniver­ 
sary (May 30). Jim Farley is a kind of 
Democratic right bower He has no political 
organization as such. but his political influ­ 
ence is consequential. He shims the role of 
older statesman, preferring like that other 
Democratic septuagenarian, Harry S Tru­ 
man, the honest title of “politician ” 
A backer of Sim Lyndon B. Johnson at 
I .os Angeles, Farley aimed most of his po­

almost everybody because it’s 
easier to do so than face the 
facts. The facts are that not a 
single law has ever been passed 
by Congress requiring desegrega­ 
tion 
or 
integration 
of 
public 
schools, restaurants or hotels, and 
not 
a 
single 
law 
has 
been 
adopted prohibiting discrimination 
in employment. 
America’s racial controversy to­ 
day points up another omission 
in the field of law. The Supreme 
Court of the United States, con­ 
sisting of nine men, is not a 
legislature. It cannot lawfully sub­ 
stitute its will for that of Con­ 
gress. But it has done so. Also, 
two presidents 
of the United 
States—in 1957 and 1962. respec­ 
tively—have used federal troops 
to secure the enforcement of 
court orders relating to school 
integration but no laws covering 
the subject have been passed by 
Congress. This creates abroad an 
“image” of dictatorship tactics. 
The ” 14th Amendment” itself 
makes no mention of schools or 
private or public employment but 
declares all citizens have a right 
to the “equal protection'’ of the 
laws. 
This same amendment says ex­ 
plicitly that Congress is given 
the power to pass laws to en­ 
force the provisions of the art­ 
icle. No laws dealing with deseg­ 
regation rn the schools have ever 
been passed by Congress. 


THE TRITH is beginning to be 
recognized at last by some lead­ 
ers in Congress w'ho, this very 
month, have introduced bills set­ 
ting forth what racial discrimina­ 
tion covers and what shall lie 
prohibited. 
The United States has always 
been portrayed abroad as a free 
republic. 
America, it has been empha­ 
sized, has a government of laws— 
not of men but foreign observers 
have noted that an oligarchy of 
nine men—who hold office for

life—has attempted to write the 
laws. 
Thoughtful students of demo­ 
cratic government abroad have 
been amazed at this departure 
from the very words of the Con­ 
stitution. This tends to hurt the 
"image” of the United States as 
supposedly a free republic gov­ 
erned by a written constitution. 
Commendable efforts have been 
made recently by local communi­ 
ties in different parts of the 
United States to try to settle the 
racial question by moral suasion. 
These efforts were making pro­ 
gress when demonstrations her­ 
alded as non-violent stirred up ra­ 
cial violence. 
The episodes have not been con­ 
fined to tho South. They have 
spread to all parts of the United 
States. Riots and other disturb­ 
ances are frequent. 
Every day the press dispatches 
tell the world that some Ameri­ 
cans are reiving on a form of 
mob rule to convince citizens who 
disagree wath all this that they 
had better give in or their busi­ 
nesses will be ruined. 


THREATS by the President of 
the United States to use troops 
to disciplme a state whose po­ 
lice failed to catch some citizens 
who maliciously bombed a Negro 
leader’s home in the middle of 
the 
night 
are 
also publicized 
abroad. But little attention is giv­ 
en to the fact that various set- 
ments of the population have be- 
eome inflamed and have decided 
—as did the lynch mobs of old— 
to take the law' into their own 
hands because they say they can­ 
not wait patiently for the law to 
function rn its normal w'av. 
“We have waited long enough” 
now is the battle cry of some 
Negro leaders. White leaders then 
stiffen their resistance and an­ 
nounce that they will not obey 
court orders that are not based 


on laws passed by Congress. 
Has America learned anything 
in IOO years about how to deal 
with the race problem? In the 
three years after the war be­ 
tween the States ended in 1865, 
a faction in Congress arbitrarily 
deprived several states of their 
seats in both houses of Con­ 
gress, imposed military rule on 
the South, and sent in troops with 
bayonets to compel state legisla­ 
tures to ratify the 14th Amend­ 
ment as the price of membership 
in the federal union. 
It was an example of lawless­ 
ness about which most Ameri­ 
cans prefer not to read, though 
the facts are indelibly written in 
history books. 


THE WAY OLT of all this is 
to follow the procedure stipulated 
in the Constitution—to submit in 
a lawful manner a new 14th 
Amendment which will specify 
school integration and anything 
else that two thirds of both 
houses of Congress and the ma­ 
jority of the people in three 
fourths of the states of the Union 
want to declare as the law of the 
land. 
Then there will be ample power 
for Congress to stipulate by sta­ 
tute just what shall be done 
about discrimination in public or 
private activities. 
It’s never too late to right a 
wrong—even one committed IOO 
years ago. 
If. as is widely assumed, an 
overwhelming 
majority 
of the 
American people would support 
such an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution, this process need not 
take long. The 21st Amendment 
repealmg 
prohibition, 
for 
ex­ 
ample, was adopted in only nine 
months. 
The image of America abroad 
would then truly be portrayed as 
a government of laws — not of 
men.

In keeping with annual custom, 
Americans this Memorial Day 
will visit the resting places of 
those who served their country in 
uniform and those who gave their 
lives in battle. 
But today it is a much different 
observance from that May 30, 
1868, when Gen. John Alexander 
Logan, commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, is­ 
sued the famous General Order 
No. ll calling on the nation to 
honor the memory of those sol­ 
diers in the Army of the North 
by “strewing with flowers or oth­ 
erwise decorating the graves of 
those x x x x x whose bodies now 
lie in almost every city, village 
and hamlet churchyard of the 
land.” 
On this Memorial Day we honor 
the heroes of all wars in which 
this country participated, not only 
the comrades of the GAR. These 
soldier dead now number more 
than 2,400,000. 


TO WHAT PURPOSE do we 
dedicate the day to their memory? 
And what of the living-dead who 
have no resting place and know 
no loved ones? 
Their fate is worse than death- 
oblivious to any honors that may 
be accorded them. 
After World War I, an article 
entitled “A Retrospect of the 
War," by J. L. Garvin, appeared 
in The London Observer. 
Garvin wrote: “What shall it 
profit to have seen the whole 
world and forget—to have entered 
into all passion and wisdom only 
to lose both the golden and the 
iron keys to the things which 
have been? 
“They are the life of our life. 
Unless we grasp both keys now 
we shall never know the mind’s 
true return to the secrets of its 
strength; 
we shall forfeit that 
which is part of the best force 
and death of existence. 
“The war seems to destroy 
many memories of what went be­ 
fore it. The absorption of the fu­ 


ture will soon tend to destroy 
many memories of the war. For 
the sake of the future itself let 
us give at least this day to 
recollection.” 


WHAT GARVIN is saying is 
there is more than just mental 
retentiveness to be prized. There 
is a moral and imaginative key 
to be seized. . . the golden key 
which can turn the meaning and 
color of past experiences into the 
“very stuff and hue of char­ 
acter.” 
It is a truth just as applicable 
to our age in which we experi­ 
ence more in a day that those in 
any age before us experienced in 
a lifetime. 
Emotions, efforts and ordeals, 
tragedies and achievements, ca­ 
tastrophes and triumphs, convul­ 
sions of mankind and changes of 
the world are crowded into days 
where once they stretched over 
generations or centuries. 
We are living in an age more 
wonderful and more terrible than 
any in history. 
We have created a means for 
perpetuation 
or destruction 
of 
mankind. 
We 
have 
conquered 
outer space but we have been un­ 
able 
to 
resolve 
our 
internal 
problems. 


IN CONCLUDING his 
retro­ 
spect, Garvin wrote: 
“Wars shall perish but while 
the world lasts never shall die the 
influence of these examples of 
heroism and energy, of sacrifice 
and fortitude, of long, stark en­ 
durance, tested unto the darkest 
bour and, when found faithful, 
then crowned by the radiance of 
achievement. 
“From this the unceasing gen­ 
erations will draw strength for 
duties far other than that dread 
but sacred task which has been 
fulfilled through our hands. It is 
done.” 
It is an ennobling ideal and 
comforting thought for Memorial 
Day 1963.

Today Iii History 


Today is Memorial Day. 
Today’s highlight in history: 
On this date in 1868, Memorial 
Day was formally observed for 
the first time on an order issued 
bv General John Logan, comman­ 
der-in-chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic—an organization of 
Union veterans of the Civil War. 
With the exception of some south­ 
ern states, most of the nation now 
observes Memorial Day to honor 
the natron s dead of all wars. 
On this date: 
In 1431. Joan of Arc was burned 
at the stake. 
In 1778. death came to the 
French historian and philosopher, 
Voltaire. 
Today’s birthdays: 
Sculptor .Alexander Archipenko 
is 76 
Orchestra leader Benny 
Goodman is 54. 


The wheat plebiscite should re­ 
veal in plain statistics to the Ken­ 
nedy brothers that their general 
political strategy grossly misun­ 
derstands the character and spir­ 
it of the American people. 
With their heads clear and with 
the cold facts before them, the 
fanners 
deliberately 
chose 
a 
course 
which, 
temporarily 
at 
least, meaas more arduous plan­ 
ning and less return for their prod­ 
uct. 


Not only did they’ reject the ad­ 
ministration's program itself, but 
they registered their scorn and 
contempt for the vast propaganda 
effort directed at them by the 
administration and with the tax­ 
payers' money. 
The Kennedy-Freeman appeal 
ask«*d them whether they would 
rather have $2 than $1. They an­ 
swered, “A dollar, if necessary, 
with fredeom.” The crass ma­ 
terialism of the appeal was ap­ 
parently regarded as an affron* 
to the pride and independence o 
Americans. 
This remarkable vote has a 
lesson for all of us. 


POLITICIANS for a long time 
have been operating according to 
what rn high-brow circles is called 
economic determinism. For half 
a century' it has dominated our 
history textbooks, our political lit­ 
erature. and the strategy of our 
political campaigns. 
This philosophy, which was an 
adaptation of what Karl Marx 
wrote, would have us believe 
that the Constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States was written by a lot of 
people who wanted only to pro­ 
tect their property and that the 
Civil War was a conflict of two 
rival economic systems It would 
also have us believe that politi­ 
cal predictions can be basal upon 
a calculation of voters’ economic 
wants and necessities. 
In 1952. noting that the Demo­ 
cratic campaign slogan was “You 
never had it so g'tod,” I wrote 
this: 
“People are moved bv manv 
impulses other than those with 
roots in their stomachs and pock­ 
etbooks. Human beings are en­ 
dowed with sentiments of ideal­ 
ism. loyalty and pride associat­ 
ed with their homes, their fam­ 
ilies, 
their 
communities, 
their 
friends, their ancestry', traditions, 
religion and their nation 
“These sentiments find expres­ 
sion in songs, stories, bits of folk­ 
lore. associations and memories. 
These fill a large part of life, 
To evoke them is to give pleasure 
and to enrich. 
“They make hardships endur­ 
able. mistakes tolerable, incon­ 
sistency understandable, and even 
failure bearable. Within them is 
the heart of political conserva­ 
tism. ” 


THAT IDEA came back to me 
when I saw and heard on tele­ 
vision John F Kennedy summing 
up his campaign in the Chicago 
Auditorium and the New York 


Coliseum 
in 
November, 
1960. 
Pointing here and there, as if to 
address this and that special in­ 
terest. he repeated his promises. 
He w’as, in effect, chopping the 
electorate into little pieces of spe­ 
cific wants.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Chief Jus­ 
tice Earl Warren has chided 
America’s 
lawyers 
far 
their 
silence about three proposed con­ 
stitutional amendments. 
Warren’s irritation is not sir 
prising. Two of the amendments 
are aimed right at his court 
“For the bar of America to be 
as inactive as it has been in this 
situation,” he said recently, 
almost an abdication of its respon 
nihility to the public.” 
Aa head of the Supreme Court 
Warren did not take a position on 
the amendments, but he clearly 
was concerned that, with little or 
no debate, 16 state legislatures 
had approved at least one of the 
three amendments. 
If any amendment wins support 
from 34 states. Congress must call 
a national convention to accept or 
reject it. 
The 
proposed 
amendments 
would: 
I. Make it possible for the states 
to propose and ratify constituional 
amendments completely on their 


3. Wipe out federal jurisdiction 
over the apportionment of seats 
in the state legislatures. 
3. Make it possible for certain 
decisions of the U.S. Supreme 
Court to be overruled by a states- 
controlled "Court of the Union.” 
The first amendment generally 
would help the cause of states 
rights, but the other two, while 
also concerned with states rights, 
directly touch the heart of the 
Supreme Court. 
The amendment about legisla­ 
tive apportionment, in fact, would 
reverse a historic decision of the 
court in March 1962. 
In the decision, the court ruled 
that citizens could seek relief in 
federal 
courts 
when 
unequal 
representation of state legislatures 
violated their constitutional rights 
This was a blow to many rural- 
dominated legislatures that had 
refused to reapportion themselves 
to meet population changes of the 
26th century. 
The proposed amendment would 
say, first, that no provision of the 


Constitution can restrict the ap­ 
portionment of a state legislature, 
and, second, that the federal 
courts have no jurisdiction over 
any suit relating to the apportion­ 
ment of state legislatures. 
Speaker Robert D. Hasse of the 
Wisconsin House says that nothing 
short of this amendment can stop 
the federal government from in 
terfering in reapportionment - 
which he considers a basic right 
of the states. 
But Prof. Charles L. Black Jr. 
of Yale University Law School 
says “this proposal, if passed 
would constitute the first diminu­ 
tion, since our history began, of 
any federal constitutional guaran 
tee of liberty, justice or equality.’ 
The board of governors of the 
American Bar Association, which 
The board of governors of the 
American Bar Association, which 
opposes the other two amend­ 
ments, has withheld action on this 
amendment. 
The amendment has been pro­ 
posed by the legislatures of 12 
states: Arkansas, Idaho, Kansas, 
Missouri. Montana, Nevada. Okla­ 
homa, 
South 
Dakota, 
Texas, 
Washington, Wyoming and — al­ 
though its resolution is worded 
somewhat differently from the 
others — Utah. 
South Carolina will make the 
total 13 as soon as it completes 
some minor details on its resolu­ 
tion. Nebraska would have made 
it 14 but Democratic Gov. Frank 
Morrison vetoed the proposal aft­ 
er the legislature voted for it. 
The 
“Court 
of 
the Union’’ 
amendment is longer and some­ 
what more complicated than the 
others. 
Under this proposal, a “Court 
of the Union” would be made up 
of the chief justices of the 50 
states, but it would not be active 
all the time. The court would be 
convened upon request of the 
legislatures of any five states 
without a common boundary. 
The Court of the Union would 
have only one function. It would 
decide whether a particular de­ 
cision of the U.S. Supreme Court 
was constitutional. 
But the Court of the Union 
would not have complete jurisdic­ 
tion over Supreme Court deci­ 
sions. The Court of the Union 
could rule only when the decision 
involved powers of the states or 
the people, lf the Supreme Court 
made a ruling about war or 
foreign 
commerce 
or 
coining 


money or any other power re­ 
served to the federal government. 
The Court of the Union could not 
decide whether the ruling was 
constitutional. 
The agreement of 26 justices on 
the Court of the Union would be 
needed to reverse a decision of 
the Supreme Court. 
Rep. Warren L. Wood of the 
Illinois House says this amend­ 
ment represents the first and only 
attempt to do something about the 
drift of state power to Washington 
instead of just talking about it. 
Wood 
says 
the 
amendment 
would help make the Constitution 
work as it did “when the United 
States grew to be the greatest na­ 
tion on earth.” 
But 
Prof. 
Black 
says 
this 
amendment would destroy “the 
powerful and life-giving idea that 
our Constitution is law, and that 
its character as national law can 
only be upheld by giving its final 
interpretation into the hands of 
national judiciary.” 
The American Bar Association’s 
board of governors — too long 
silent in Chief Justice Warren's 
view — decided last week to an­ 
nounce its disapproval of this 
amendment because it was “in­ 
consistent with the constitutional 
concept of our court system.” 
The amendment has been ap­ 
proved by four states: Alabama. 
Arkansas, Florida and Wyoming 
South Carolina will make it five 
as soon as it completes some 
minor details on its resolution.

DEAR FULKS: Here is a little 
experiment we have nm on hard 
boiling eggs: 


Many people have written in 
to say: 
never boil eggs, (that 
they should be slightly simmered) 
and never let them stand in the 
hot water after they have become 
hard boiled as this toughens the 
white part of the egg. 


I believe this is true. 
Here’s why: 


We took six eggs. Put three 
each in two different pans of cold 
water. We brought these to a 
boil and after the water came to 
a rolling boil we turned the fire 
down so that the eggs would just 
simmer. 


AFTER THE EGGS were fin­ 
ished cooking we took one pan. 
put it in the sink and turned the 
cold water faucet on, letting the 
water run over the eggs for about 
five minutes. 
(Eggs 
could 
be 
transferred to a pan of cold water 
and let stand ) 


The eggs that had been rapidly 
boiled and left in the hot water 
had tough whites and were more 
difficult to peel. 
We peeled the three eggs from 
each pan There is no doubt about 
it — the white part of the hard 
boiled eggs which were immedi­ 
ately put under cold water were 
I absolutely tender. 
We also found out that if the 


eggs were well-cracked and held 


under the cold water faucet and 


peeled while still slightly warm 


that the shell removed beautifully! 


without peeling part of the egg 


white off. 


ANOTHER THING we found 


was that the shell nearly always 


stuck to a fresh egg, whereas 


with cold storage and older eggs 


this did not happen. 
So, test this method yourself. 


Next time you boil two eggs put 
one in each pot and see what 


luck you come out with. I am sure 


you will be happy.

chine, lay all the cloth heads on 
a newspaper and sprinkle with a 
good polish. (I punch a hole in 
the cap of my furniture polish 
bottle with a mail.) I then roll 
them up tightly in the newspaper 
so as to distribute the oil among 
the cotton threads. 
Later I hang them out-of-doors 
to dry thoroughly. This leaves 
no oily streaks on my floors and 


picks up all the dust.

The scope of this continuing de­ 
velopment of electric power re­ 
sources and distribution is illu­ 
strated by the so-called Intercon­ 
nected Systems Group comprising 
some 126 private utilities and pub­ 
lic power sources covering 1.5 
million square miles in 36 states 
from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Atlantic Coast and from Canada 
to the Gulf of Mexico.

Hie late frost damage to fruit 
trees, grapes, strawberries, early 
planted coni and tomatoes and 
many other farm crops means we 
are going to have to do without 
such homegrown Hems that can­ 
not be replanted.

MAYBE YOU have noticed the 
dead ornamental shrubs in many 
yards and that the new growth on 
spruce trees is dying. I don’t 
think the tree will be killed, but 
it won’t get any bigger this year 
These are just a few things I have

warmer weather. An army of bow 
fishermen went after carp at 
Guilford, but their activities in the 
weeds and bullrushes were limit­ 
ed to about one warm day.

Alan 
inst sin, is a man of evangelical 
zeal. As he deserts his bishopric 
and looks back on his months in 
the New Frontier mission, TV, I 
believe he can feel light of con­ 
science and pure of heart. 


THE MAN S main accomplish­ 
ment was, not surprisingly, in the 
realm of oratory; and this is said 
in congratulation, not disparage­ 
ment. 
At the conclusion of his final 
sermon to the National Associa­ 
tion of Broadcasters on April 2, 
Minow spoke typically (meaning: 
forcefully) of the challenge of the 
television medium to the network 
bosses: 
‘'Certainly, make us laugh, but 
also 
help 
us 
comprehend. Of 
course, sing us to sleep, but also 
course, sing us to sleep, but atwo 
waken us to the awesome dangers 
of our time. Surely, divert us with 


and a conviction that education is 
the answer to everything — quali­ 
fications that should help him get 
along in his new job at Encyclo­ 
paedia Britannica. 
What, though, did he accomplish 
at the FOC? Minnow was a boost­ 
er of international TV via com­ 
munications satellite; and during 
his reign, we had our first live 
telecasts lobbed across the ocean 
He smiled benevolently 
upon 
educational TV and saw it take its 
first tentative steps. 
He has been a bit tough on way 
ward broadcasters; in his time a 
number of licenses were revoked, 
denied a renewal or renewed only 
on a short-term basis. 


HE ENCOURAGED boldness in 
commentary and supported the 
networks in their more contro­ 
versial moments (“Biography of a 
Bookie Joint,” “Battle of New­ 
burgh,” "The Political Obituary of 
Richard Nixon” ). 
More importantly, he urged that 
legislation be passed obliging TV 
set manufacturers to widen th e 
TV spectrum from 12 channels to 
82. 
The law went through last 
year, thereby increasing the op­ 
portunities of classroom TV, an 
educational network, pay tele­ 
vision and local community sta­ 
tions. 


When it came to the peddling of 
more serious programming to the 
three existing networks, Minow 
made a good deal of noise; but 
mysteries, but also help us unlock ^'s victories, it appears, were 
the mysteries of our universe. 
temporary ones 
“Above all, heed the wisdom of 
Judge Learned Hand who once 
penetrated the heart of the mean­ 
ing of liberty when he wrote: ‘By 
enlightenment men gain insight 
into their own being, and that is 
what frees them.' ” 


MINOW CALLED TV entertain 
ment a “vast wasteland” and con­ 
fessed that his own office is 'a 
vast and sometimes dark forest 
where we seven FCC hunters often 
are required to spend weeks of 
our time shooting down mos­ 
quitoes with elephant guns.” 
The fellow always has been 
blessed with a hell-fire literary 
style, a natural bent for publicity. 


Most (rf the regular document­ 
ary shows (his pets) are closing 
shop at the end of this season, 
though the networks promise a 
good many more news specials in 
the fall, along with a greater ef­ 
fort in the dinner-time newscasts. 


OF HIS THREE other pets — 
the networks' high • domed chil­ 
dren's programs — two have been 
given notice and the third is being 
trimmed from five times a week 
to one. 
For awhile there. Newton Min- 
ow’s rhetoric had the networks 
scared. It also wakened the pub­

ANSWER: Many islands are created by volcanoes which 
through successive underwater eruptions Cl, 2, 3) make a 
broad base under the surface and finally break through (4) 
creating an island where there has been none before (5). 
Soil is created on the island by erosion so that plant seeos 
brought by birds or other means take growth, and these would 
help to make still more soil. In this way many of the South 
Seas islands (6) were formed 
The insects on such island* 
were probably blown there by the wind and the few wild ani­ 
mals may have arrived on floating masses of vegetation. In 
many cases islands of this kind have later submerged; then 
coral begins to grow in a ring around the summit and con­ 
tinues until the ring appears above water, forming the circular 
kind of island called an atoll. It is thought that the islands 
of the Southwest Pacific (Melanesia) represent the remants 
of an ancient continent which has sunk below the water. Life of 
a South Sea island is easy-going; coconuts provide good food 
and a delicious drink and there are many shell fish and real 
fish to be caught with little effort.
